buzzing. 
Both Fighters Ready. 

The men who are the cause of all 
this will be ready for the test that . 
faces them. They are ready and fit 
now, and if the clash were set for to- 
morrow neither would hesitate to 
climb into the ring and go to it, ex- 
ercising to the limit physical force,. 
skill and brain power. | 

It would perhaps better satisfy both 
if they would get this fight over with 
tomorrow, for the remaining days are 
not likely to pass as quickly for them 
as for the fans, and considerable en- 
ergy is likely to be burned: up in the 
interim. 

Dempsey Popular Favorite. 

It is doubtful if there ever was a 
heavyweight championship battle in 
which there was so much doubt as to 
which of these men, champion or 
challenger, will be returned winner. 
Gauged from a betting standpoint, as 
the betting has run to date—and there 
hasn't been much money wagered yet 
—one would gather that Dempsey 
should be favorite over Willard, a 
thing almost unheard of. Challengers 
who are choices over champions are 
rare. 

There's one thing that fs certain, and 
» that is that if this fight doesn’t happen 
to end in a one round knockout both 
men will be forced to take enough pun- 
ishment to make them punch drunk. 

Can They Last Limit? 

Dempsey’s record, well sprinkled 
with one round knockouts, is no indi- 
cation that he is going to repeat next 
Friday. It would be our guess that 
it won’t be as short a fight as that. 
There’s the chance that the champion 
might be the one to propel the sleep 
producer, too, but it’s doubtful. 

Then, too, in advance it looks as if ~ 
these men, without doubt the punch- 
ing class of the wérld, would have to 
be supermen to last the limit of twelve 
rounds under such battering as they 
are sure to get. Both are going to 
be hit and hit hard and everything 
depends on how much battering they 
can stand up under and stay on their 
pins. 

Here’s Willard, huge of physique— 
Jack Johnson couldn’t knock him out. 
When Dempsey smashes those sledge- 
hammer lefts and rights to his midsec- 
tion and head they are going to sting. 
But how much stinging can big Jess 
stand without toppling? That’s the 
question.

Will Box at Long Range. 

There isn’t any question as to the 
method Willard will adopt in the ring. 
He has perfected speed in his left jab 
and with that long left he hopes to keep 
Dempsey at arm’s length, far enough 
away so that the shorter armed Jack 
won't be able to drive his killers to 
the body or head. Jess will box 
straight up, which means that his 
head will be as far away from Demp- 
sey’s punches as it is possible to get it. © 

Willard’s best punch always has 
been the “one-two” left jab with 
right cross quickly following. He 
works it to the body with right as well 
as the head. But anticipating close 
quarters work, he has developed a right 
hand chop which is effective for a 
knockout. It’s a short punch that 
travels no more than six or eight 
inches. If Dempsey is able to g0

Dempsey to Force Fight.

In his hand he is hold- 
ing a sacred icon and all the soldiers cross 
themselves, hardly knowing if it-is before 
the holy picture they are bending their 
knees, or before this gentle visaged, kind 
eyed man, who represents power upon earth. 


Deeply aid that picture of the czar pass. 
ing through the ranks of bis kneeling troops 
with a blessed image in his hand impress me; 
it was.a picture taken m life, and it was 
the symbol of Russia’s "attitude towards its 
master, of Russia’s mystic belief in the “ Lit- 
tle Father,” who was ruler of their fates and 
their hearts. $ 


Two years and a half later another pic- 
ture of the czar moved me to extraordinary 
emotion; this also was a picture taken from 
life. 

The czar is sitting in his own garden— 
a prisoner—sitting upon the stump of a cut 
down tree. His hands are folded between 
his knees as though heavy chaftns were 
holding them together, his eyes are haunted 
and-have a desperate, hunted look, his cheeks 
are sunken and the gentle jips are twisted 
in pain. 

As ene who has seen horror and grief tn 
a form it was above his strength to face, he 
is staring into -space, and yet he has also 
an inward look as though his thoughts were 
leading him back to days of an impossible 
glory that once used to be his, _ Behind him 
three bolshevik soldiers stand leaning on 
their guns.” Dogged, surly, their three pairs 
of eyes are fixed, with a mixture of com 
tempt and indifference, upon the man they 
are guardigg, the man who once was ruler 
of their fates and their hearts. 

A tragic and fearful picture, from which 
I could not detach my gaze. I felt as though 
I must call out words of comfort to that 
lonely prisoner, stretch out my both. hands 
in a gesture of friendship and understand. 
ing—and yet I could do nothing, nothing at 
all! 

This made his downfall so fearful: that 
none stood up for him—not one! That none 
tried to’save him, that in one day he saw 
everything crumble away—power and glory, . 
position, and fortune, hopes and dreams, 
loyalty and friendship, his army and servants 
and even those who were of his kith and kin. *, 

Yet he had been a good man with clean 
ideals, and once he had had visions of peace 
upon earth. And his haunted eyes seemed 
to be asking why. What did it all mean! 
I, too, with probably many another, have 
been asking the same question: Why? What 
does it. mean? |

Real power was his, and it came | him 
when he was young; he had all his life be- 
fore him to fulfill his ideal, to search for 
light, but in an age when all is striving 
toward progress, this man vs ad knew how 
to retrograde! 

There lies the tragedy, the mystery of his 
failure, his extraordinary mistake, amount- 
ing almost to a crime!

sound advice, the right men around him; if _ 


he had been married to a woman with a 
clear sight, with wide views, and modern 
conceptions; if we had been pushed forward 


instead of being steadily pushed back by.

It is not as judge that I mean to speak -. 


g@bout Czar Nicholas II., Russia’s last ruler, 


but as his cousin, as one who loved him, as 


Jhis kith and kin, who knew him even in 
childhood’s happy days. Being myself hard 
hit by the world’s great tragedy, I feel that I 
owe to the man I consider a martyr to speak 


those who influenced him, he might have 
become a splendid instrument for the good 
of his people—but this was not to be. . 

The outward events of his life aré known, 
these I am not especially going to relate; 
more intimate pictures would I calt back to 
life, those that I personally remember, that 
I have seen with my own eyes, felt with my 
heart. Our roads did not cross very often, 
but being closely related I have khown him 
always, ever since I was a child. 

My mother Wis the only daughter of Czar 
Alexander II. The Russian court was cer- 
tainly one of the most brilliant courts of 
Europe. My mother came from there and, 
as far back as I can remember, everything 
belonging to that court was surrounded for 
us children with extraordinary prestige, with 
a mighty glamour that can be compared to 
naught else, and the czar was the central 
figure; the entire world seemed to gravitate 


‘around this one being who had an almost 


mystic meaning. 

When I think of the atmosphere that sur- 
rounded the czar of all the Russias, a strange 
awe still takes hold, of me. I see huge 
palaces and soldiers and courtiers without 
end, broad, silent corridors with guards in 
quaint uniforms, and before the imperial 
doors giant Cossacks in red dress, wild look- 
ing men, their bristling with daggers 
and pistols and with huge fur caps on their 
heads. A special odor pervaded these jm- 
peria# dwellings—queer mixture of turpen- 
tine and good Russian leather, which I have 
met with nowhere else. 

Outside the palace portals, row upon row 
of royal carriages of all sizes were always 
waiting with broad, bearded coachmen seated 
on the boxes draped in their long padded 
robes of dark blue cloth, speaking in coaxing 


accents to the splendid Orloff stallion trot- 
ters that stamped the pavement, shaking 
their long manes, whisking their tails that 
swept the ground. Generally they were 


black with glossy coats, but sometimes their — 


golden colored flanks shone like polished 
shields in the sun; 
dappled with gray. 
The churches play a great part in these 
imperial visions—churches, chapels, and 
__ priests. I hear wonderful chants that mount 
to domed roofs; voices deep, like bronze bells, 
“fill the ecstatic silence with almost super: 
natural emotion. I see the glint of gold 
and of precious stones, the dull shine of old 
icons and of giant columns hewn from rare 
blocks of porphyry, malachite, or lapis. And, 
in the mystic half-light where many tapers 
are burning, I perceive old and young priests 
in vestments of heavy golden brd®ade, per- 
forming strange rituals that fill my childish 
soul with awe, but that my dawning intel- 
ligence does not comprehend. The old ones 
have snowy beards and long hair, but the 
young ones with their shining locks strange- 


God. Their stupendous voices make my 


heart beat, while sweet smelling incense | 
mounts in clouds from the jeweled censers 


they swing to and fro. 


And I see faces, many faces, ab cee 
crowned’with glorious tiaras, almost bending 


: beneath the weight of their jewels, and 


beside them tall men in uniforms, some with 
‘ kind, some with severe faces, but one and 
all profoundly and reverently, absorbed by 
their holy service, kneeling down at certain 
moments, bending low their foreheads, and 
with contrite gestures making the sign ot 
the cross. 
When I was a very small child; it was 
Czar Alexander II.’s court to which we used 


to go, but he was killed in 1881 and was_ 


succeeded by Alexander III., whose wife was 
gay and popular anf whose brothers: had 
just married, young and beautiful wives. In 
those days the court was exceedingly bril- 
liant and the numerqus family very united; 


‘there used to be large meetings, the different - 
d, indeed | 


members gathering together, 
‘they were a goodly sight to look upon. 
My mother’s brothers and cousins were 
~ extraordinarily tall and some of them ex- 
ceptionally handsome. I remember as a child 
looking up at them and wondering how men 
could be quite so big! I remember all their 
faces and their different characters; I could 
fill pages and pages relating about them. 
They, all rise up before me again as I look 
back and appear to be enwrapped in a haze 
Of sunshine. A brilliant, extraordinarily 
brilliant picture, seen through the wondering 
- and uncomprehending eyes of a child! 

But today. I cannot detach myself from 
the man I am speaking of, to describe others, 
though they were indeed worthy of descrip. 
tion—a’ race of giants, brought up to be 
rulers and tyrants, believing in their right 
to be masters of the world, 

The younger generation, my generation, 
was much less tall, the almost brutal vigor 
of their parents was riot given to them; the 
inclination towards the ways of tyrants was 
still there, but the masterful strength of 
the older generation was wanting. Their 
bodies seemed shaped for more modern 
times, but their mentality had been but 
slightly modified, thereby producing a cer-’ 
tam want of balayes that was evident in 
more, ways than one. 

My first remembran of Czar Nicholas, 
or of Nicky. as we all him, was when 

he was quite a lad. Already at an early 
age he was surrounded by the glamour of 
being the future ruler, the future great 
tyrant to whom all one day would bow down. 
He was about 8 years older than I, and there 
was nothing of the tyrant about him then. 
He was inclined to be timid, had kind, gray- 
brown eyes with a dreamy, searching ex- 
pression,.and a shy smile upon red lips ‘that 
seemed to have been shaped for #@t words 
only. 

I can still see him coming towards us 
riding down the wooded avenues of their 
country residence in a white summer uni- 
form, seated upon an ambling Jossack horse, 
with long tail. A dozen bor.ocis following, 

; frisking in and out between the trees, leap- 
ing up at the horse's head, lithe, graceful,

stare after him, wishing that he would come - 
back, that he would talk to us again and 
look at us with those dreamy gray-brown 
eyes, that were so kind and caressing. That 
is how I see him first.  . og 

In 1894 Alexander III. died and Nicholas 
came to the throne. He was then only 26, 
and a few weeks later married Alice, Princess 
of Hesse, who was slightly his junior, a very 
beautiful and serious girl, who, in going over 
to the. orthodox chareh, took the name of 
Alexandra. 


I saw Nicholas at his cenit. at that 


moment of his supremest glory, _when his 


earthly power was exalted to the “utmost; a 
moment when he stood before his people 


the incarnate symbol of all the czar meant — 


in those days. to the great empire. 


A series of almost fantastically gorgeous 
pictures rise before my eyes whenel look 
back upon those coronation days. It was 
the outward show of earthly power: that had 
been handed down from generation to gene- 
ration, with that touch of mysticism in it 
that always was inherent to all things Rus- 
sian, so that the figures of the ¢zar and his 
beautiful young émpress stood out almost 
as deities, that great and small at that hour - 
were ready to exalt as though they had been 
something beyond mere man and woman. 

How well I can see them both! It is their 
solemn entry into Moscow, into that legend- 
ary city where from all times the czars 
have been crowned, and tomorrow the mystic 


symbol of power, with many prayers and 


much pomp, will be placed on their heads 
for better, for worse. 

On a great white stallion Nicholas comes 
riding down the principal street, the central 
figure of the whole procession. He is not 
clad in gorgeous robes, but wears the simple 
dark green uniform all are accustomed to 
see himin. On his head he.wears the round, 
tight fitting astrachan cap characteristic of 
the Russian army. His breast is barred by 
the light blue ribbon of the St. Andre, on the 
dark cloth one or two stars shine in precious 
stones. There is nothing magnificent about 
his attire, nor anything particularly impos- 
ing in his bearing; he has the same dreamy, 
soft eyes, the same gentle lips I knew when 
I was a child, those lips shaped for kind 
words only. But in his bearing there is the 
quiet dignity of one deeply conscious too of 
that lie before him on his 
road of life. 

He salutes from right to left and the ghost 
of a very sweet smile hovers on his mouth. 
Two golden a, follow him at a short 
distance, magnificent vehicles like those chil- 
dren picture to themselves in fairy stories. 
en the first sits his mother, in the second his 
wife. 

On the top of the dowager empress’ closed 
carriage shines a great crown in sign that 
she has already stood a crowned woman be- 
fore her people, that earthly power is already 


hers. On her head she wears an almost 


fantastically glorious tiara, her neck and 
bosom are one mass of glittering j@eis, her 
dress and her mantle all of shining gold. 
Still immensely popular, stfil good:to look 
upon, she bows right and left with that 
great charm that she shares with her sister, 
Queen Alexandra, whom England loves. 

The second toach is not crowned and the 


woman who sits within, though gorgeously . 


attired, has no crown on her head, for only 
after the sacrament does she enter into her 
rights; it is the dowager emprc:: who still . 
has precedence and with it all crowned 
rights. 
Very different is this young woman who 
@rives in the uncrowned coach. Infinitely 


more handsome than the older woman has . 


ever heen, she gits very upright; there is no 


emile on her lips, but. an almost painful 


earnestness. The line of her mouth is set 
with something most akin to hardness, 
which astonishes in one so young. There is 
no happiness in the steady gray eyes, but a 
certain searching distrust, as though she 
were meeting life rather more as foe than ag 
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friend. She is fully aware of the solemnity 
of the moment, of all she represents, but it 
seems to awake dread in her rathemthan joy. 
Beautiful she is, youpg and stately, but 
just something is wanting in her, even then 
at that early period when a-glorious way was 
opening out before her. Was it even then 
* @ lack of confidence in her people?, A lack 
of that love, that intuitive sympathy which 
can bind great and small togéther, however ‘\ 
great the distance placed between them? I 
cannot say, but in spite of her beauty, her 
youth; in spite of the almost solemn con-

low fotms of vegetable life. known as 
‘fungi, which live upon and within the 
tissues of the higher plants. They are 
parasites that obtain nourishment by 
the Breaking down of the cells of the 


‘plants on which they exist. As a rule, 


this fungi spends the winter within 
the living qnd:dead vegetables. With 
favorable conditions of warmth and 
moisture the spores send out small 
branches which penetrate into the liv- 
ing plants u which they find lodg- 
ment.

They multiply 
rapidly. Mildew, rot, and scab are 
common examples.

for Potato Bugs. 

' Arsenate of lead, at the rate of two 
pounds to fifty gallons of water, makes 
an effective spray mixture in killing 
the potato bug. Early blight and tip 
burn are’common enemies of the potato 
piant. These are easily controlled by 
spraying with Bordeaux.mixturé. This 
is made by dissoiving five pounds of 
copper sulphate in five gallons of water 
apd five pounds of quicklime, not 
slaked, in five gallons of water and 
diluting each solution to twenty-five 
gallons by adding water. Then pour 
the two. solutions at the sdme time into 
a wooden barrel. Never use metal veg- 
sels, because coppér sulphate 
the metal. 

In order to make an tive all pur- 
pose spray, and to avoid maki up 
different solutions for different” pur- 
poses in spraying vegetables, add two 
pounds of powdered arsenate of lead to

The above spfay mixtures may be 
used for any of the insect or fungus 
enemies of plants, except plant lice or 
éther sucking insects. The latter are 
best. controlled with a spray of tobacco 
solution. A desirable formula is: One 
ounce of nicotine sulphate (40 per cent), 
eight gallons of aa _— one cake of 
soap.

America never, from the first, has 
been feclated. No nation, especially no great na- 
tlon,.can be.

No, you are 
wrong. These are not the statements of 
a physician or some medical socidty or a 
health officer or the American Public 
Health association. They are the opin- 
ions and in some instances the words of 
@ Yale professor. 

“ Variations in health depend upon the 
weather far more than upon any other 
single factor.” Now it is possible to 
get the right slant. The quotations are 
from the book “* World Power and Bvo- 
lution,” and the writer is Prof. Hunting- 
ton, a research student in geography and 
a specialist in cHmate. A previous book 
by the same author deals with climate 
and civilization. 


The argument of “ World Power 
Evolution” is that man has evolyed up 
and down aecording as climate has been. 
good or bad. When for a few hundred 
years the climate of Rome was good the 
men of Reme conquered the world and. 
when the climate of Rome became bad 
the glory of Rome went blooey. Ger- 
many came pretty near repeating the 
history of Rome because it hag the larg- 
est homogeneous popuiation in the world 
living under good climatic influences. 
Inferentially, if we want to keep her 
down, instead of making @ league of na- 
tions, we will divert the gulf stream or 
in some other effective way modify the 
German climate. 

In determining national and ascendency 
power health ig the prime factor. 
Climate is responsiblé for health. In 
support of the main argument it is shown 
that change in climate causes mutations 
in the lower forms of animal life. It was 
favorable climate that caused man to 
pull away from other animals in the 
scale of life. Certain races of men got 
into climates eapecially adapted to 
_mental effort and they pulled away from 
the general run of men. Certain coun- 
tries had exceptionally stimuleting cli- 
mated and their peoples became world 
leaders. Other countries had or devel- 
oped poor climates and their people were 
or became inefficient, poverty stricken 
and powerless. 

This is the argument. It does not 
strike one as being a specimen of close 
reasoning, but it is most fascinatingly 
interesting and wonderfully suggestive. 
Of course the average reader will not 


ideas are never accepted at first offering. 
We must mull them over a decade or so 
befora we acquire the mental attribute to 
accept them even if they were right. 


Prof. Huntington is on hi- own ground. 
His statements of facts about geography 
and climate we cannot question.

A large part of the moral, social, and 
political evil in the world has its root in 
unfavorable conditions of health. ‘Health 
plays a predominant part in the ebb and 
flow of stock markets, in the rise and 
fall of prices, in the fluctuation of pros- 
perity and in the volume and character 
of immigration. The most important 
cause of fluctuation in health is varia- 
tion in temperature and other climatic 
elements. High death rates regularly 
preeede prosperity. Contrary as it seems 
to our established convictions, economie 
cycles of adversity and prosperity de 
pend upon health far more than upon any 
other factor—and health depends upon 
the weather. 

Why make so much more ‘of the vege- 
table crop than of the human crop? On 
the purely economic basis the business 
man ought to pay as much attention to 
the death rate as to the crop reports, 
Yet how much space do the two receive 
relatively in our. papers? | 
In 1916 in the 218 American cities with 
more than 30,000 population the com- 
bined appropriations for health depart- 
ments Was §14,000,000, as compared with 
$67,000,000 for the police departments 
and $53,000,000 for the fire departments, © 


To prove that good health is responsi- 
bie for prosperity and poor health for 
adversity, Huntington has constructed 
a series of dlagrams which show school 
attendance, success In civil service ex- 
aminations, the aggregated bank bal- 
ances, the clearing house reports, the 
prices commodities and the rates of 
immigration in relation to the death 
rates. The only mathematical records 

of health conditions are the death rates.

An analysis of death rates show the 
effect of atmospheric temperature on 
health to be very great. For instance, 
in those years during the last fifty when 
the mean temperature of New York City 
in July has been 78, the death rate has 
been 19.4 per cent above normal. When 
74 it has been 4.3 above. When 73 it 
has been 6.2 per cent below normal, and 
when 71 9.6 per cent below—a variation 
of 28.9 per cent between the extremes. 
When the March record is studied {ft 
is found that @ mean temperature of 35-36 
resulted in a death rate 21 per cent 
above normal, 3738 mean meant 11.7 
above, and 44-48 mean 7.6 per cent above

license, noise, and mischief, and let his slaves play horse 
with him, as was the custom of the time. Suppose that 
Horace had lived through one of our insane Fourths and 
seen in his morning Tris, upon the 5th, how Johnny Jories 
was hit by a stray bullet while innocently employed in plac- 
ing torpedoes upon the car track. What would have been 
his comment? No doubt another of his famous * dulces,” 
“It is a sweet and gracious deed to die for one’s country.”

We are not the person to deliver a funeral oration for 
our Roman holiday.

Recognizing all these facts, we would not if we could 
restore the departed in full vigor. We are not sure that we 
could stand the racket and the smoke of the insane Fourth, 
and we are quite positive that we could not regard the 
casualty lists with the fine callousness of-boyhood. Here 
and now we wish to é@isclaim.all sympathy with those mis 
guided radicals who are.said to be planning the revival of 
a dynamic Fourth. Such people are not children, and their 
traffic with high explosives is not for the pure love of noise 
and confusion. They have ulterior motives of a sinister 
character which rob them of all claim t consideration.

However, strength ts relative; Chopin could achieve 
the effect of a fortissimo by his management of “ tactile 
values,” his carefully graded nuances, from a whisper to 
a moderate forte. Liszt, the Chopinist par excellence, has 
never been approached, so his pupils aver. Anton Rubin- 
stein confessed this, as did Tausig and Von Bilow. if can 
see Joseffy’s eyes fill when he spoke of Liszt’s interpreta- 
tion of the F minor concerto.

Prepare for German Attack. 


T WILL naturally be asked how it came saciiee 
that we did not do more to prepare for the 
great German attack which was expected long 
before it took place. Throughout 1917 the 


fighting Strength of the allies on the western front — 


had been considerably greatet than that of the 
Germans. We had made repeated efforts to break 
through the vast network of enemy trenches and 
none of our attempts had given us any gain of 
ground which materially altered the situation or 
brought the prospect of final victory any nearer. 
Our statesmen were therefore sincerely convinced 
that the barrier in the west was impenetrable 
alike by us and by the Germans. Though the pro- 
cession ef the German troops from east to west 
had begun in November. and continued steadily 
throughout the winter and spring, it was not until 
Mareh that Ludendorff’s fighting strength was ap 
proximately equal to that of the allies. Ministers 
believed that they had in their executive council 
found the means of overcoming the weaknesses 
which are inherent in a group of allied armies op- 
posed to one homogeneous force. 


They also believed that the whole experience of | 


the war on the western front had shown then 
that the Germans wou!d require a far greater pre- 
ponderance of force than they appeared likely to 
possess in order to endanger our position. In 
fact, however, it is not possible to estimate the 
power of opposing armies merely by counting 
heads, and Ludendorff had many factors in his 
faver which added materially to his strength. For 
a long time before Ludendorff opened the eam- 
‘paign of 1818 with his great attack there had 
been little or = fighting on the eastern front, 
which became for him a vast rest eamp and train- 
ing center in which his men could be prepared 
for work elsewhere. 

Thus, while our men were engaged in desperate 
and exhausting fighting, large German forces 
were quietly preparing for their next effort. The 
collapse of Russia and the failure of the 1917 
campaign to yield any decisive results had thrown 
us on the defensive and given Ludendorff the op- 
portunity, of which he skillfully took full advan- 
tage, of playing upon the fears of the allied com- 
manders and of keeping each of them under threat. 
of attack. Further, Ludendorff had large reserves 
of trained men still in the east, ready to come 
across. Actually between March 21, when he be- 
gan his attacks, and the end of April, when his 
strength was at its highest, his ferces were in- 
creased by sixteen divisions and a large amount 
of heavy artillery. Therefore, Ludendor# had at 
his disposal when the battle began a large rein- 
forcement, and the allies had no corresponding re- 
serve which could be ready until long after the 
German commander had his on the spot. 


German Push Is Apparent. 

HIS then in brief is the story of the prepara- 
T tions for attack and defense. By the middle 

of February it had become apparent that 

the Germans were pushing forward their 
preparations for a great offensive with all possible 
energy, and there were already indications that 
they intended to attack the British right held by 
our Sth and 3d armies, Ludendorff was, however, 
much too skillful to expose his hand entirely and 
it was by no means certain that the attack on our 
right might not be a preliminary to a greater blow 
against our line further north or against the 
French to the south. The northern portions of 


eur front covered the approach to Calais and . 


Boulogne. The possession of these ports was of 
vital importance to us and our front line was lit- 


tle more than forty miles distant from Calais; 


therefore in the north every yard of ground was 
of value to us, and if the Germans had broken 
through to even a depth of twenty miles, we 
should have been in dire straits,for they could 
then have shelled the harbors. 

In the south we had more elbow room, for our 
front between St. Quentin and the Oise was over 
ninety miles from the coast, and could, in case 
of emergency, be more quickly reinforced by the 
French than could our line in Flanders. Sir Doug- 
las Haig, therefore, felt bound to keep the greater 
part of such reserves 4s he had at his disposal 
north of the Somme. Gough’s 5th army held the

great and protracted bombardment, followed by an

The immense and 
lengthy preparation which this form of battle in- 
volved made any form of surprise impossible, and 
sooner or later the defender’s reserves came up, 
and the battle ended in a slogging match in which 
the assailant gained little return for very heavy 
losses. 

Ludendorff probably realized that it would be 
out ef the question te keep his preparations for 
attack altogether secret, Yo camouflage could 
eonceal entirely from ow; air observers the fact 
that something was afoot. But he conceived that 
it would be possible to deceive us as to the weight 
ef the blow which he meant to deliver and to 
achieve some measure of surprise by keeping the 
great part of his artillery and the bulk of his at- 
tacking divisions at a distance from the battlefield 
until the last possible moment. 

This methed had the double advantage of leav- 
ing us in uncertainty both as to the weight of at- 
tack and as to whether it would be made in more 
than one place, fer, in the weeks preceding the 
battle, he placed his reserves so that they could 
be moved as readily against our northern front, or 
even against the French frent, as against our 
right flank. He decided, then, to have no long 
preliminary bombardment, which would have given 
us a definite indication of his plans, and, as we 
had found te our east, would so destroy the sur- 
face of the ground and break up the roads and 
the railways, as to make it a matter of great dif- 
fieulty te get the reserves forward when they 
were needed. He also decided to bring up his at- 
tacking divisions by train and by rapid marches 
under cover of darkness,

Ludendorff and his staff had studied very carefully 
all the previous attacks which had been carried 
through both by us and the, French, and he found 
that opportunities had often been missed because 
parts of the attacking line had been checked at 
strong points held resolutely by the defenders He 
therefere determined that as a principle he would 
follow up success wherever it was won, driving in 
at such weak points as he discevered, and that 
he would not delay his advance in order to over- 
come centers of resistance against which his prog- 
ress was checked. In order to develop this method 


of attack to the utmest he devoted the winter to. 


selecting from his army the best and bravest of 
his soldiers and putting them through a special 
ferm of training. These men, whom he called 
“storm troops," were to lead his attacks with or- 
ders to press forward as far and as fast as pos- 
sible, while they were given the assurance that 
where they were succesful they would be immedi- 
ately supported by —" 


The Attack Is Launched. 


¥ MARCH 19, Haig’s intelligence department 
had discovered that the Germans’ prepara- 
tions for aitack on the 3d and Sth armies 
were nearly complete, and it was antici- 
pated that the battle would begin on March 20 or 
21. The attack actually opened shortly before 5 
a. m. on the 2lst with a bombardment of the 
greatest intensity against the whele front held by 
those armies, while, in order to keep us in doubt 
till the last possible moment as to their intentions, 
the Germans simultaneously bombarded parts of 


our northern line and the French fronts on either 


side of Reims. For about five hours a perfect 
hurricane of shell was hurled against Gough’s and 
Byng’s defenses, and it has been stated by Ger- 
man officers that the rate of fire was so rapid 
that many of their guns became red hot. 

Then shortly before 10 a. m, the German in- 
fantry advanced. This five hour bombardment 
may be compared to our artillery preparation for 
the first battle of the Somme, which lasted seven 
The battle had not been long in progress 
before it became clear that Ludendorff was throw- 
ing his whole weight against our right, and there 
fore, though Haig had guessed accurately both the 
time and the place at which the attack would be 
mede, Ludendorff had won the first move by get- 
ting all his reserves in motion first. 

This much was due to his skill, but he was also 
greatly favored by fortune. The early months of 
1918 had been phenomenally dry, but March 19 
had been a day of drizzle sufficient to dampen the 
surface of the hard groupd; on the 10th the sky 
had cleared and the sun had drawn up a dense 
blanket of fog which enveloped the whole battle 
field, with the result that in few places was it pos- 
sible to see more than fifty yards, We have often 


during the war ereated artificial fogs, and have 


blanketed successfully the enemy's deadly machine 
guns by means of smoke clouds, the preparation 
of which has cost us much time and trouble. Lu- 
dendorff was provided by nature with a more ef- 
fective screen than we have ever been able to 
produce. 

Our system of defense depended greatly upon 
the cross fire of guns and of machine guns, and 
upon a series elaborate strong posts, so placed 
that each could help its neighbor with its fire. 


The fog completely neutralized these preparations, 


for neither gunners, machine gunners, nor the 
garrisons of posts could see either the enemy at 
whorn they were to fire or the neighbors with 
whom they were to codperate. 

Nor was this the only stroke of fortune which 
favered the Germans. Gough's front ran roughly 
north and south till it reached the river Oise, and 
then bent back southeastwards along the northern 
bank of that river. In this portign of its course, 
the Oise river runs through ,a wide and normally 
marshy valley, such as no great attacking force 
could cross in an ordinary spring. It had therefore 
not been expected that the German attack would 
include this sector, which was lightly held. In fact, 
one of the arguments which the French had put 
ferward in order te induce us to extend our front 
so far south was that no large number of troops 
would be required to defend the Oise, where our 
line would be naturally so strong as to be imper- 
vious to attack, The Oise line had always been re 
garded by them as a quiet sector. Being very, 
short of troops, Gough had decided to,hold this, ap- 
parently the least vulmerable part of his front, 
with a series of posts, and not to have a econtin- 
uous line of defence. The dry weather, however. 
enabled the Germans to cross the marshes with- 
out difficulty, while the fog allowed them to pene- 
trete between the posts, often unobserved. The

Pulteney was in touch with the Hightn French 
division on his left, and Gough, with the Third 
eavalry brigade (@ourth hussars, Fifth lancers, and 
Sixteenth laneers) was successfully engaged all 
the morning en the left flank.

German guns were deployed there against the 
right flank of the Sixth French army. 

I impressed on Pulteney the necessity for push- 
ing en te the utmost of his ability in aid ef the 
Sixth army. [It looked as if he would have con- 
siderable oposition at Changis and La Ferté-sous- 
Jouarre. The Germans retiring over the Marne 
at the latter place occupied the town in strength 
and blew up the bridge. 

Although the Third corps were not able to pass 
the Marne till daybreak on the i6th, there could 
be no doubt that the vigor of Pulteney's attack 
teok eensiderable pressure off the right of the 
Sixth Freneh army. The British troops fought all 
aleng the line with splendid spirit, energy and 
determination, and they were skillfully handled and 
led. 

From what I eould observe, however, it seemed 
to me that the infantry were not in a wide enough 
formation, and perhaps in some cases the field 
artillery were not pushed far enough forward,

N the night of the 8th oad 16th, the Third 
cerps eccupied la Ferté-sous-Jouarre and

N the afternoon IF rode across the Marne at 
'Nogent and met several units of the First army 
corps moving up the heights of the north 
side of the river.

know so well, but one felt as one rode beside them

They were very tired, however; how tired was

The whole brigade was dismounted behind some-

Accompanied by the brigadier (Chetwode) I rode 
into the midst of the sleeping mass, my horse pick- 
ing his way through the recumbent figures.’ They

I was anxioys to say a few words to the men, 
and the brigadier asked me if he should eall them 
up to attention. _I said, No, let them rest,” adding 
that I would talk to them for any one to hear who 
happened to be awake and not teo done up to 
listen, 
ground, for all they had done; I told them of the 
situation and of our hopes of complete victory, A 
few men tried to struggle up; others, half awake, 
leaned on their elbows and drowsily listened. I 
hardly realized that they had heard anything of 

what I had said. This particular regiment was 
the Scots Greys, commanded by Col. Bulkeley John- 
son, who afterward fell so gallantly at the head of 
his brigade on the Ancre. Bulkeley Johnsen sub- 


sequently told me that every word I had spoken | 


on that occasion was published afterward in the 
local papers all over Scotland. From the Greys 
I went on the other regiments of the brigade and 
the horse batteries, where I aritnensed similar 
scenes. 

On my return to headquarters I received the 
welcome news that the Fifth French army on my 
right was across the river and in close touch with 
the British; and that the Sixth French army, after 
desperate fighting, had practically got possession of 
the lower bridges of the Ourca, to which river the 
enemy was only clinging on his northern flank 
in order, apparently, to cover his retreat. In 
short, since noon the Germans had given up re- 
sistance and were now, at nightfall, in full retreat. 

During this day we made large captures in pris-

Battle End on Tenth. 


N my dispatches of Sept. 17, 1914, F estimated 
that the battle of the Marne reached its con- 
elugion on the night of Sept. 10, and I gee no 
reason to think otherwise now. 

On that night the British ferces reached the 
line La Pront-—Rocourt. 
The Sixth h army had been wheeling up 
their right inte line with us and the Fifth French. 
army was nearly in line on our right. The enemy 
were in full retreat to the north and northeast. 
During the day the cavalry, the First army corps 


and the Second army corps had fought numerous 


engagements with the enemy's rearguard and had 
made large captures. Allenby, as usual, had han- 
died his cavalry with great vigor and skill, nor 
had his detachments of the Third and Fifth bri- 
gades on the left under Gen. Gough been less 
energetic. The bridging of the Marne at Le Ferté- 
sous-Jouarre by engineers of the Third corps was 
a fine piece of work. Our casualties were heavy, 
but, having regard to the results attained, by mo 
means excessive.
